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That which follows is an attempt to maintain a family record of 
those who have gone before, insofar as it is known to me, as of 
August, 1999. 

In order to provide a narrative, as well as some documentation on 
information sources, this effort will of necessity be sectioned by 
family name and broken up by the citing of details. 

My original thrust was just to find something about the Collinses 
to satisfy the questions of my daughter, Deborah. I had asked the same 
questions of my dad. 

Rather than going into the many pursuits of dead-end clues and 
the lucky breakthroughs, for which I am thankful, I’1l1 begin with the 
oldest records and proceed toward the present. The referenced 
statements, [], allow the use of family verbal history to be mixed 
with documented facts, since both are necessary for understanding. 





COLLINS 

Zachariah Collins, the oldest known Collins of this lineage, was 
born about 1752 and raised in Dublin, Ireland. At the age of 18 he 
sailed to England and from there in about 1770 sailed to Virginia. He 
enlisted in the Revolutionary army and fought in the "Battle of 
Cowpens"[17 Jan 1781] under General Morgan. [1] 

Sailing from England with Zachariah was Henry, his brother. They 
later joined brothers Robert, William, and Abraham who had preceded 
them to "the colonies". These brothers were settled on the current 
South Carolina - Georgia line. [2] 

Zachariah is documented as having served in the 7th Continental 
line of Virginia. [3] 

Recorded in the South Carolina Revolutionary war file no. AA-1389 
at Columbia, South Carolina there are three sworn depositions 
concerning William Collins’ request for reimbursement for a black 
gelding that Captain Nixon had taken without compensation. These were 
recorded in "sworn oaths" to William Long, Justice of the Peace, in 
the Camden District of South Carolina and dated 4 Aug 1780, 8 July 
1784, and 17 July 1784. Each brother signed with his (X). 
[Interestingly the gelding was valued at 23 pounds, 6 shillings and 8 
pence, Sterling]. 

Based on these dates, the brothers seem to have been in 
Charleston at the time it was evacuated, when the British blockaded 
the Charleston harbor and occupied the city. 

Zachariah Collins received headright grants of land in Wilkes Co. 
Georgia during the period 1789-1793. This area was later made a part 
of Elbert Co.[4] Elbert Co. census of 1790 burned, but according to 
tax records, Zachariah lived in Capt. Higgenbotham’s district, along 
with William Collins. Zachariah and William Collins were voters for a 
delegate to the 1795 Continental Congress from Georgia. 

On 15 Feb 1792 Zachariah sold the 250 acres of land, located on 
branches of Doves creek and Falling creek in Elbert Co., Georgia, that 
he had been granted in 1791. 

In 1794 Zachariah "of Elbert Co., GA" bought a small piece of 
land in Franklin Co., Georgia from John Depriest.qv. This was the 
beginning of the family’s move to the "new lands in the west". 





By 1796 Sarah "Sally" Palmer, wife of Zachariah, having signed 
away her dowery rights to land in Elbert Co., moved with Zachariah, 
and their children (Edith Anne, James, and John Palmer) to Jackson 
Co., Georgia, which is just northeast of the present Atlanta. [Sarah 
is thought to be the 5th daughter of Martin Palmer, of South Carolina 
and Glynn Co., Georgia]. 

They moved without making any major land purchases or being 
involved with any legal action. This is important in that, when a plot 
of 400 acres of land "lying part in Jackson and part in Franklin 
County" was sold on 10 Oct 1815 by Zachariah; the deed revealed this 
land was previously "granted to Edmund Collins on 5 Nov 1785". [5] 
This would have been a grant of formerly "Cherokee Indian land", 
surrendered by treaty. [Nothing is known concerning Edmund’s family 
relationship] 

Zachariah died in 1824 leaving his will and codicil to the will 
listing his daughters, sons, and sons-in-law. Those listed were: Edy 
and Thompson Wallace, James, John, Rhoda and Ellis Wright, Henry, 
Abraham, Sarah, Elizabeth, Priscilla. Abraham, the oldest son who had 
not left the area, was selected as the executor of the will. [6] 

Marriage records and later census records reveal Zachariah’s 
first generation of known married descendants, with there spouses 
were: Edith Anne & James Thompson Wallace, James Collins & Esther 
Tabitha Sexton, John Palmer Collins & Cynthia Zachary (after Cynthia’s 
death John P. married Mary A. Stringfield), Rhoda & Ellis Wright, 
Henry & Lucinda Smith, Abraham & Frances Emma Speller, Elizabeth & 
Jordan Jackson, Pricilla & Alsy Wright. [These families with several 
generations of their descendants have been documented, but they don’t 
seem to have crossed paths after leaving Jackson Co., Georgia, with 
the exception of Henry and Rhoda, last tracked to Henry Co., Georgia 
in 1840-1850.] 

James Collins was the second child, the first son, of Zachariah 
Collins and Sarah Palmer. The first record on James is when he 
enlisted in the War of 1812 in Franklin Co. Georgia on 21 Nov 1814, 
and was mustered into service at Fort Hawkins (near current Macon, 
Georgia), into Thomas F. Anderson’s company of Georgia Militia under 
the command of Gen McIntosh. The command was ordered to Fort Claiborn 
just north of current Mobile, Alabama and was there in reserve to the 
forces commanded by General Andrew Jackson who was preparing for a 
rumored coastal attack by the British. (The result was the Battle of 
Chalmette sometimes called the Battle of New Orleans). James was 
discharged 6 May 1815. 

James married Esther Tabitha Sexton on 2 June 1817 in Jackson 
Co., Georgia. The marriage ceremony was performed by Wm. Cresham, 
Justice of the Peace. [7] 

The 1820 Federal census of Hall Co., Georgia documented that 
James and his family included two children, a boy and a girl, both 
less than 10 years of age. 

While living in the Garrard district of Hall Co., James won 202 
1/2 acres in the 1827 Land Lottery. On 16 May 1829 James sold this 
Coweta county lottery land, the transaction being witnessed by John 
Collins, Sr,; but the transaction was listed in Hall county 4 Dec 1830 
and record is made of Izaac Collins receiving 200 dollars for 
acknowledging the bargain.[8] (The relationship of Izaac Collins and 
John Collins, Sr., a war of 1812 veteran, to James Collins is 
unknown.) On 9 April 1833 James sold his last tract of land in Hall 
Co., Georgia. 
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The next record of James Collins is seventeen years later in 
November 1850 when he meets with a lawyer in Meridian, Mississippi 
concerning the activation of his War of 1812 pension. [Meridian is the 
county seat of Lauderdale Co.] The resulting correspondence with the 
War Department reveals that James had already been granted 80 acres of 
bounty Land in Missouri, the right to which he had sold. 

No land transactions are recorded in Lauderdale Co., Mississippi 
for James Collins; but in June 1850 Tabitha Collins came to the door 
of a Lauderdale Co. farmhouse to answer the questions of the county 
agent who was making a survey of what had been successfully produced 
and how profitable the local farms were for that year. She gave a 
detailed report of that year’s planting results and increases in 
livestock. [9] Since John H.Collins, a son of James, was in the 1850 
Federal census of Lauderdale county, Tabitha and James must have been 
visiting on his rented or leased farm. 

In 1855 James and Tabitha were in Scott Co. Mississippi, but 
their first land transactions in Scott County were in 1859.[10] In 
1859 James’ sons, James Anderson and Cicero, paid poll taxes in Scott 
County, but James was exempted, due to his age. The 1860 Federal 
census of Scott Co. lists James with Tabitha (his wife) (age 63), 
Catherine (age 26), James Anderson (age 24),and Harriet (age 18). 

Thornton Richard Collins was born about 1820, probably in Jackson 
Co., Georgia. He is believed to be the first son of James and Tabitha. 
Thornton was first noted, by name, in Lauderdale Co., Mississippi in 
Nov 1851 concerning a debt owed to the estate of a local merchant. The 
1860 Federal census of Lauderdale Co. lists Thornton, Elizabeth (his 
wife), Sarah A. (age 15), John R. (age 11), James C. (age 9), 
Sophionia Catherine (Kate) (age 8), William A. (age 7), Mary E. (age 
5) and Samuel R. (age 3). The older children were born in Alabama. The 
family is documented to be living on a 500 acre farm, yet no land 
transaction has been found for Thornton Collins in Lauderdale Co. 

At the beginning of the Civil War (the war for southern 
independence), Thornton moved his family and other relatives to Leake 
Co., Mississippi. At this time James, the father of Thornton, was 
farming in Scott county, approximately 20 miles south of Carthage, the 
county seat of Leake Co.. 

In 1862 Thornton and his younger brother, Cicero, volunteered for 
the STATE TROOPS, (CSA). This group was filled with men that weren’t 
qualified for the cavalry and considered too old to be with the 
younger infantrymen who had left the state to defend the capitol of 
the Confederacy in Richmond, Virginia. The STATE TROOPS were assigned 
to guard Jackson, the Capitol of Mississippi, from Yankee cavalry 
garrisoned in Memphis, Tenn. [11] Cicero was released from duty prior 
to the first pay muster due to "heart problems". Thornton was credited 
with 12 month’s service, 1862-1863. 

During this period, on 16 Dec 1862, Thornton purchased, at a 
courthouse probate auction in Carthage, a multi-family farm site 
located at Conway Post Office, a few miles north of Carthage. [12] 

On 17 Dec 1863 Thornton Married Mrs. Margaret Morgan, a widow 
with a five year old daughter, Sarah.[13] Thornton’s first wife, 
Elizabeth, is assumed to have died while he was in service. On 31 Dec 
1863 Robert J. Hall sold 80 acres of land adjoining the farm to 
Thornton and Margaret for the sum of one dollar.[12] Thornton resold 
this land the same day. Of interest are the tax records of this period 
which indicate the declining financial condition of Thornton and his 
brothers. The War literally wiped them out. 
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The 1870 Federal census of Leake Co. shows James Collins in the 
household of Thornton. Harriet, Thornton’s sister, was also with them, 
but the absence of Tabitha in this census leads one to believe she had 
already died. 

The last record referring to Thornton was the cancellation of a 
trust-deed on the farm dated 2 May 1974.[14] Neither the date nor the 
location of Thornton’s death is known. No tombstone has been found in 
Leake Co. 

On 7 Mar 1875 Mrs. M.H.Collins (Margaret), along with her step- 
son, W.A.Collins and Cicero’s oldest son, A.J.Collins, signed a trust- 
deed on the farm. She signed her name, but William and A.J. made their 
mark, (X). This signature indicates that Thornton, his brothers, and 
her father-in-law, James, were dead. It implies that Margaret was the 
Collins family martriarch. This trust-deed was not canceled at the end 
of the growing season, so the land had to be sold at auction. William 
and his family stayed in the county at least until 1880. A.J. seemed 
to have made an attempt to farm the leased 16th section land which 
James had left in Scott Co. Margaret moved westward with the six 
children she bore with Thornton to the Phoenix precinct of Yazoo Co., 
Mississippi. 

The 1880 Federal census of Yazoo Co., along with other 
references, reveal that Margaret (age 38) has with her: Charles F. 
(age 14) [a farm laborer], C.Susan (age 12) [a laborer], Margaret 
Catherine (Madge) (age 11), Martha Ella (age 9), Thornton Richard (age 
7) and John Wesley (age 5).[15] 

Ten years later, in Ashley Co., Arkansas, Mrs. M.H.Collins is 
recorded paying 1890 Personal Property Tax on personal property valued 
at 40 dollars. Charles F. Collins is also listed, but he had no 
taxable personal property. Both are included in school district six, 
which is in the northeast portion of the county near Boydell. 

Nothing further has been found concerning Charles F. Collins, who 
was approximately 24 at the time of the Tax assessment. 

Margaret was buried in 1896 at Promise land Cemetery, Ashley Co. 
Arkansas. The name on the tombstone is Marguarette Collins; therefore 
it is surprising that the birth and death dates on her stone are 
correct. [16] 

Thornton Richard Collins [Jr], the sixth son of Thornton Richard 
Collins, was born 24 April 1874 in Leake Co., Mississippi. His first 
record in Ashley Co., Arkansas was the marriage to Harriet Mayo 
(Hattie) Stell on 12 Mar 1899. Harriet was the only living child of 
R.J.Stell [Jr] and Minnie Catherine Fudge.[17] In the Promise Land 
Community, on land passed on to Harriet by her grandfather Robert 
James Stell, "T.R." [18] and "Hattie" began raising a family. 

Prior to 1920 "T.R." moved the family from Promise Land to 
Boydell where he was elected to the job of assistant sheriff. He kept 
that job until his retirement. The family in Boydell lived ona 
portion of the land "T.R." had left earlier in his life. The children 
grew up in Boydell and all graduated from Portland High School, with 
exception of Agnes who graduated from Central High in Memphis, 
Tennessee. (Agnes went with the older girls when they left home after 
their high school graduation.) 





Stell, the first child of T.R. and Hattie, died on 1 June 1927. His 
death, by drowning, was a result of an accident while working on the 
Missouri Pacific railroad bridge over the Mississippi river.( age 27) 

The other children born to this union, listed along with their 
spouses, were: Minnie Jane (1902-1982) & Rosco M. Morgan, Charles 
Wesley (1905-1985) & Edith, Clarence Thornton (1907-1983) & Evelyn 
Louise Wood, Ruby Mayo (1909- ? ) & Marvin (Jimmy) Hicks, Carl 
Richard (1911-1982) & Gladys, Lillian Estell (1914-1997) & John Samuel 
Chapman, Beulah Catherine (1917-1989) & Olin Evans Bass, Ella Maude 
(1919-1999) & John T. Chiles, Agnes Ines (1922- ) & Tony Tilotta. 

Hattie was killed by a tornado in Hamburg on 28 Oct, 1941. She is 
buried in the Promise Land Cemetery next to T.R. who died on 25 May 
1944 in a nursing home in Little Rock, AR. 

Most of the descendants of these nine families are living. To 
respect their privacy, they are not the focus here. The accompanying 
descendancy charts may be used to help locate the names and 
relationships of those that I have mentioned and to search for the 
names of the many relatives that I was able to include. 


I hope the descendants of these families feel a satisfaction in 
now knowing their lineage, as I do.

[9] Tabitha gave this information in response to the county 
agent’s questions: "130 cash profit, 2 horses, 3 milch cows, 4 
oxen, 5 other cattle, 16 swine, 130 bushels of Indian-corn, a 
400 pound bale of cotton, 20 pounds of wool, 30 bushels of 
peas and beans, 122 bushels of sweet potatoes, 255 dollars in 
livestock". 


[10] James purchased 45 acres in Scott Co., Mississippi on 6 March 
1859. This was NW 1/4, section 30, township 7, range 9. This 
was sold on 11 Dec 1866. 
James leased "16th section land" from the Bank of Tolier on 5 
June 1859 for the period of 99 years. (Mississipi owns 16th 
section land and designates all profit from leases to be used 
for public schools.) 


[11] Thornton enlisted in Company D, 1st Battalion, STATE TROOPS, 
Miss Infantry, CSA (Confederate States of America).

The property Thornton purchased at auction was the NE 1/4, of 
section 24, township 12, range 7 near "Conway Post Office." 
The land "sold" by Robert J. Hall was the NE and NW of section 
25 just south of the farm Thornton had previously purchased. 
The only information on R.J.Hall was that he was the Leake 
county representative to the Mississippi Democratic convention 
on 19 June 1872. R.J.Hall is assumed to be Margaret’s uncle, 
her mother’s brother. 


The marriage of Thornton and Mrs. Margaret Morgan was 
officiated by James M. Wilder, a probate judge. 


A trust-deed mortgages the land to allow credit for the 
purchase of seed, fertilizer, and basic living needs. Ata 
specified date, at the end of the growing season, the bill for 
this credit must be paid. If the trust-deed is not redeemed 
and thus cancelled, the land is required to be sold at 
auction. Any excess money, after paying all costs, is given to 
the former owner. 


There are questions involving another Collins family that is 
shown on this Federal 1880 Yazoo Co., Mississippi census, who 
were living close to Margaret’s family. This family consisted 
of A.J. Collins (age 44), his 76 year old mother (Mrs. J.H. 
Collins), his wife, (Sally), and ten Collins children, one of 
which is named T.T. Collins. Thornton had a nephew, Andrew J. 
Collins, a son of Cicero, who was 15 years younger and whose 
mother’s name would have been Mrs. C. H. Collins (age 49). 
Despite this, there are several Collins families in Ashley 
Co., Arkansas who claim lineage through Cicero by way of 
Andrew (Andrew Jackson Collins) and his son TT (Thomas 
Thornton Collins). This T.T., who is 14 in the census, is said 
also to be the son of Sally A. Morgan who, using Yazoo Co. 
marriage records, married A.J. Collins only five years before 
on 4 July 1875. To verify their claim, Jesse Collins, a son of 
Thomas Thornton Collins, verbally (to C.T.Collins, Jr.) 
explained the times he drove his father to visit the half- 
brothers and half-sisters living in the southern part of 
Ashley Co. Their names appear in the 1900 Federal census of 
Leake Co., Mississippi as being the children of A.J and Cannie 
Collins, (a later wife). 

Did the Yazoo Co. census taker in 1880 just guess at the 
dates or did someone incorrectly supply the information ? 

By his statements, Jesse Collins would have been a second 
cousin to my dad, C.T.Collins. (Actually a double second 
cousin.)

Mrs. Margaret H. Collins was born 16 May 1841 and died 18 
August 1896. Promise Land Cemetery is on Ashley Rd. a few 
miles north of Hwy 82, just east of Hamburg in Ashley Co., 
Arkansas. I have been unable to prove or disprove what T.R 
Collins thought was his mother’s maiden name, Margaret Rogers. 
(Her name, Morgan, came from the first marriage, but the land 
"gift" in Leake county, MS suggest her maiden name was Hall.) 
When T.R. applied for a social security card in January, 1944 
he gave his mothers name as Margaret Rogers; but this is in 
question in that he was not correct in remembering the year of 
his own birth or the county in which he was born. He said 
4-24-78 and Lee Co., Mississippi. The 1880 census agrees with 
the date on his tombstone of "APR 24 1874". 


Harriet Mayo Stell was born on 3 Oct 1881 and was the only 
child of Robert James Stell [Jr.] and Minnie Catherine Fudge 
to grow to adulthood. (Stell and Fudge ancestry is the focus 
of Addendums I and II). Hattie’s father died prior to her 
fourth birthday so she spent most of her youth in the home of 
William L. Black, whom her mother had married on 8 July 1885. 
Hattie had half-brothers named William Zimri, Howard, Gus, 


Gurtman and "Farmer". Her half-sisters were Jenice and Mattie 
Lee. 


As recalled by his daughter, Agnes, "T.R." was the favored 
nickname of Thornton Richard Collins [Jr]; however his brother 
John Wesley Collins, who lived on the same road in Boydell, 
called him "Thornt". The Memphis Commercial Appeal obituary of 
"Hattie" referred to her as Mrs."Teddy" Collins. 
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ADDENDUM I 


FUDGE: 


Jacob Fudge Sr. was born in 1723 in Lancaster Co., 
Pennsylvania. He moved to South Carolina and served in the 
Revolutionary war aS a member of the South Carolina Militia 
He married Margaret Gregory and had nine children including Jacob 
Fudge Jr., who was born in 1758. Jacob Fudge, Sr. died in Edgefield 
Co., South Carolina in 1790. leaving a will dated 24 October 1789. 

Jacob Fudge Jr. served in the Revolutionary War under General 
Nathaniel Green and was at Yorktown when Cornwallis surrended. 
After the war he married Catherine May and had five children 
including Jacob [III] and Solomon. Jacob Fudge [III] and Solomon 
both served in the Georgia General Assembly. (Solomon 1842, Jacob 
[III] 1850). Jacob Fudge Jr.left a will dated 24 February 1842 in 
Crawford Co., Georgia; but his date of death is not known. 

Solomon, the second son of Jacob Fudge Jr., was born 25 
September 1794 in Edgefield Co.. Solomon married Sarah Elizabeth 
Carrell about 1816. Not much is known except the will left in 
Houston Co., Georgia dated 19 February 1856. 

Daniel C. Fudge, Solomon’s only son, was born in 1823 in 
Houston Co., Georgia. He married Martha Mayo Girtman on 21 July 
1844. They had six children, three sons and three daughters, one of 
which was Minnie Catherine. Land transactions indicate that Daniel 
Cc. Fudge’s family left Georgia before 1860 and joined his Girtman 
relatives on land located just south of Crossett in Ashley Co., 
Arkansas. Daniel left a will in Ashley Co. ("OLD WILL BOOK", page 
291). 

Minnie Catherine (Fudge) (Stell) Black was honored and 
eulogized by the Promised Land Baptist Church for her life-long 
service. This honor, before and since, has been reserved for a male 
church leader. In the letter, "In Rememberance of", is the 
statement, to the effect, that though she was twice orphaned and 
twice widowed, her unswerving faith .. and love .. was ever a 
source of comfort and..(there was) a halo of glory about her. 


I wish to acknowledge the help of Morris D. Cammack, who gave 
me a copy of his book "A Heritage". Morris is a descendant of 
Eugene Alonzo Fudge, who legally changed his name to that of his 
wife, Cammack. Eugene was the oldest brother of Minnie Catherine 
Fudge. 


Some believe the father of Jacob Fudge, Sr., John Fudge,was 
recorded in the book, "Immigrants in Bondage, 1719-1744, London, 
England to the American Colonies". 

On page 180 it is documented that on 27 Oct 1720, John Fudge, 
with a party of 18, boarded the ship, "Gilbert", to sail from 
Surrey, England to Maryland. The captain was named Darylux. 
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ADDENDUM II 


Stell: 


The oldest record of a Stell lists Michael Stell, born about 
1688 in England. Of his children, only the direct line through his 
son Joseph is known. 

Joseph was born 6 August 1705 in Keighly, York, England. He 
married Alice Taylor 1 January 1723 in Keighly. One child, John, is 
known. 

John Stell was born about 1725 in Keighly. He married Jane and 
had six boys and five girls. John and his father, Joseph, died 
about 1799 in Edgefield District, South Carolina. John left a will 
dated 26 December 1797. One of John Stell’s sons was also called 
John [Jr.]. 

John [Jr.] came to "the Colonies" along with his father, John, 
and grandfather, Joseph,. They located in North Carolina in the 
area of Cape Fear. John [Jr.] married Susannah Malone about 1764 in 
Amelia Co., Virginia. She was said to have come from "Delaware 
river", Pennsylvania. He and Susannah had five sons and four 
daughters. John [Jr]"is credited with service in the Revolutionary 
war as a private in South Carolina. [DAR-Centennial Edition, part 
3, page 2793]. One source said he died by the side of the road in 
Effington, Georgia while on a buggy trip to Savannah. The buggy was 
tied up and he was lying beside it. The date was 27 December 1800. 

The fourth son of John [Jr.], George William Stell, was born 
about 1787 in Amelia County., Virginia. He married Elizabeth 
Runnels on 25 October 1818 in Morgan Co., Georgia. To this union 
was born two sons and five daughters. 

Robert James Stell, the eldest son of George and Elizabeth, 
was born about 1820 in Tennessee. He married Elizabeth Bruner in 
1837. His first two children were born in Pickins Co., Alabama. 
About 1842 James moved his family to Etawamba Co., Mississippi. 
Moving with him were his parents and his brother, John. In Etawamba 
county seven more children were born to Robert and Elizabeth. At 
the start of the Revolutionary war in 1860, James took his family 
and the other relatives to Ashley Co., Arkansas. They settled just 
east of the present Promise Land Community. A US land patent for 
120 acres was awarded to James on 1 September 1861. [This was SE&w, 
sec 9, township 16s, range 9]. He also received a land grant from 
the state of Arkansas. 

When word came of the war around Richmond, Virginia, the two 
oldest sons, William Benson and John Dennis, went to join-up. In 
the War, William lost his arm. 

During this period Robert James Stell was instrumental in the 
founding and organization of the Promise Land Baptist Church. As 
the children grew up and married, James gave each of them forty 
acres. The two oldest sons, who had been in the War, moved on to 
Texas. 

The three sons staying in the area of Promise Land were James 
Carroll, George Eugene, and R.J.Stell [Jr.]. James Carroll married 
Della Francis Halley; George E. Stell married Dora A. Fudge; 
R.J.Stell [Jr.] married Minnie Catherine Fudge. (cont.)

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ADDENDUM III 


An interesting Legend: 


The grandmother of Susannah Malone Stell, was a lineal 
descendant of the youngest daughter of "Robert the Bruce", who, 
after having succeeded in delivering his country from the 
oppression of England, became the King of Scotland. 

A brother of Robert Bruce was, for a time, King of Ireland, 
beginning the migration of Scots into northern Ireland. These 
Irish-Scotch, as a protestant element, were in constant war with 
with other portions of Ireland who were adherents of the Pope. 

In the course of events [many years passed] the battle of 
Boyne Water was fought in 1690. In this battle Scotchmen were 
fighting their countrymen. King William of England, supported by 
the Scotch protestants, battled against the Catholic element under 
the, so called, James II of Scotland with his Irish adherents. The 
protestant armies suffered a devastating defeat. 

Immediately after the battle the Laird of Glencoe spirited 
Susannah’s grandmother, then a young child, away from her sheltered 
place near the battlefield to his castle near the mountains. He 
concealed her there until word came that all of her family had been 
captured by the English and many had been executed. He then sent 
her, in disguise, to another Scotch Laird, who escaped to the 
colonies (in America) and settled in New Jersey near other Scotch 
dissidents. There he raised the girl as his own. 

When the Scotch [protestants] would gather in remembrance of 
their lost homeland, this girl would be asked to sit alone at one 
end of the room. Those gathered would individually bend a knee to 
her, kiss her hand, and swear renewed allegiance, while tears ran 
down many a cheek. They told her that she must prepare and be ready 
when the revolt succeeds. The crown they had hidden would be 
recovered. She would then be proclaimed as Queen and would take her 
place on the thrown of Scotland. 

She was in constant dread of the coming event and really did 
not want the honor. This ritual was repeated until the time she 
married and moved with her husband.
